The army will pay a small rental fee 
and probably construct a small, inexpensive 
building. No personnel will be stationed at 
the landing strip but will be sent out from 
camp each inorning. 

The State Department of Aeronau- | 
tics ailows $5 per hour for each road or 
earth-moving machine used in cons- 
tructing the landing strip. This should 
take care of all the actual cash outlay 
that is needed in the construction. 
County machinery will be used and ex- 
penses for Elba should be “on paper.” 

Just as a real estate investment, the 
land is worth the purchase price. With all 
the assists given by the State Department 
of Aeronautics, the transaction falls into 
the nature of a “steal” for the city. It is a 
good thing for the town to make this pro- 
gressive step at such a bargain price. 

A fact to be remembered is that an in- 
dividual would not be getting as good a deal 
out of buying the same land. It is only be- 
cause the two different echelons of govern- 
ment are working together that it is so fa- 
vorable for Elba to buy thiS airport prop- 
erty. It will be good for the city even if an 
airplane neyer lands there. 
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As a community, Elba has reason to be 
proud of its musical growth the past four 
years. Wher, looking tor the reason for this 
growth, it isn’t difficult to spot the impor- 
cant contributions of James Patrenos in this 
divection. Hardly any program or club
